Reported was an evaluation of the life 
science program. Me Now, for the II to 
13-year-old educable mentally handi- 
capped child by comparing pretest and 
posttest scores of 180 subjects and IK7 
controls. Four to nine performance 
objectives for each of the following four 
units of the curriculum were evaluated 
separately: digestion and circuliiiion; 
respiration and excretion; movenTent, 
support, and sensory perception; and 
growth and development. Results 
showed that students in the experimental 
group scored significantly higher on post- 
test scores than students in the control 
group on the first three units of the pro- 
g.';:m. The evidence indicated that the 
desired student responses occurred when 
teachers followed the prescribed strate- 
gies. No control group was available for 
the fourth study unit but gains over pre- 
test scores were reported to be far be- 
yond the level expected.

A proic J t t(^ ;issess needs of educable 
n»entally retarded (I'!\TR) children and 
adults in three Florida counties reports 
findings and rL*comm.end;ition>. FMR 
population findings show ihat many of 
the 224 EMR students have language 
deficiencies, and that most cluster at 11 
and 15 years of age; recommended are 
early intervention, language progra.'ns, 
and revised secondary curriculums. Data 
show (hat the average E.MR teacher is 
married, is confident about providing 
good relationships, is not confiden: about 
curriculum planning and implementing, 
and is perceived by other teachers as a 
babysitter; recommended is more inser- 
vice teacher training in classroom tech- 
niques, and more teacher action in pro- 
fessional organizations. Job opportunities 
exist for EMR persons who work inde- 
pendently and remember procedures; 
recommended are teacher contact V/ith 
employers, and more vocational training. 
Few differences are found between EMR 
and regular classes, and thu^ I'ew prob- 
lems preclude integration; recommended 
are more academic courses for EMR 
students, and secondary curriculum im- 
provement.
